ments, the cap abilities and limitations of 
the automobile, the effects of weather and 
road conditions, and many other fact 
or s . 
We are in the habit of thinking these things 
can be learned only by ex p erience. Much 
can and should be taught to the y outhful 
driver before his first “ solo” trip . 
Public high schools which have begun to 
teach driving to older students have found 
ex cellent results from such p rograms. As 
long as y outhful drivers continue to c o n- 
tribute heavily to the accident toll t h e r e 
will be increasing p ressure for universal 
adop tion of driver training as a standard 
p art of the school course. 


HOLDING EP FOOD PRICES 
A NEW element has been injected by the 
secretary of agriculture into the interest­ 
ing m atter of government sup p orts to hold 
food p rices up in the p resent market. In 
announcing p rice-sup p ort p urchases for a 
group of dried fruits, the secretary has en­ 
tered a field where he has discretion as to 
whether or not p rices should be sup p orted. 
In the case of other commodities which 
have received p rice sup p ort from the gov­ 
ernm ent this y ear—wheat, p otatoes, eggs, 
p eanuts, tobacco, wool, and others 
— t h e 
p rice sup p orts were ordered by Congress 
and the Dep artm ent of Agriculture was left 
with no discretion regarding them. 
The case of dried fruits is different. Con­ 
gress did not order the dep artm ent to buy 
them to bolster the market, though it did 
authorize such action at the discretion of 
the secretary . 
The dried fruits p urchase will be small in 
comp arison with some of the other p rice- 
boosting p rograms, involving o u 1 1 a y of 
only about $30,000,000 of government funds. 
But since it is a choice of the moment, 
ra th e r than the fulfilment of a p ast obliga­ 
tion, it merits close insp ection.

Many 
are talking about war as though it were an 
unp leasant, but necessary , r e m e d y for 
ex isting ills. The fact is that Bother world 
w a r would engulf all hum anity in utter m is­ 
ery and m ake almost i m p 
o s s i b l e the 
achievement of the good ends for which, 
no doubt, the com batants would p rofess to 
be fighting. At times, w ar m ay have to be 
risked as the lesser of two evils. But there 
is no holy war. 


“ War is evil. Over the ages violence has 
rep eatedly been invoked for noble 
e nd s . 
That method is d ram a tic and ex citing. It 
seems to p romise quick and decisive re­ 
sults and, at times, it insp ires f i ne and 
sacrificial qualities. But violent methods 
breed hatred, vengefulness, by p o c r i s y , 
cruelty and disregard of truth. Because of

INFLUENZAL meningitis is a 
cruel disease which, for the most 
p art, attacks babies and y oung chil­ 
dren. In former y ears the disease 
was nearly alway s fatal and even 
in the rare instances where it did 
Bot kill its victims, it crip p led by 
causing ex tensive damage to the 
brain. 
Today , if the condition is diag­ 
nosed early , life can be saved. This 
has been made p ossible by the use 
of new drugs such as the sulfona­ 
mides and strep tomy cin. 
Early Sy mp toms 
Unfortunately , the earliest sy mp ­ 
toms of this dread disorder seem 
vol y innocent so that the child shows 
evidence of nothing more danger­ 
ous than a running nose and sore 
throat. At other times it may be 
p receded by tonsillitis or p neumo­ 
nia. When the meningitis develop s, 
there is some disturbance of con­ 
sciousness, ranging from drowsi­ 
ness to stup or, a temp erature vary ­ 
ing from IOO to 104 degrees, and 


It would ap p ear that strep tomy ­ 
cin is tile most effective treatment 
for this disease. Of course, the drug 
is most effective when it is given 
early . Hence, p romp t diagnosis is 
imp ortant in order that p ermanent 
brain damage may ba warded of?. 
There is a rabbit serum which 
also seems to be help ful in this con­ 
dition. 
While some p hy sicians still like 
to give sci m and strey tomy cin by* 
injections into the sp inal canal, many 
others have obtained ex cellent re­ 
sults in the treatment of influenzal 
meningitis by not giving any injec­ 
tions into the sp inal canal. These 
doctors inject foe strep tomy cin in­ 
to a muscle, and the serum is given 
by vein. The sulfonamide drug is 
given by mouth if the p atient is 
conscious or by vein if he is not. 


Diagnosis Difficult 
Since victims of influenza! men­ 
ingitis are usually so y oung as to 
be unable to describe their sy mp ­ 
toms, the diagnosis may be difficult 
to make. If after a resp iratory in-

convention—not the slightest, tiniest hit of room. 
In the second p lace. 
New* York 
not only is 
ap athetic 
toward 
conventions—it 
just dislikes 
them and their comp onents. 
In sp ite of these major obstacles, the news­ 
p ap ers just the other day carried the information 
that one of the nation 
a largest service clubs en­ 
joy ed its recent convention 
here so much that it 
had voted to 
return in 19 49 . the first 
time the 
organization 
ever had selected the same city two 
y ears hand-runnmg 
for its annual 
rodeo, circus, 
ex haust outlet and brawl 
There are some cities which are natural convention towns— 
Philadelp hia, for ex amp le, or Chicago—and one 
or two which are 
not 
New York 
is one of these 
a* any p erformer in show business 
will 
tell y ou. the 
standards of 
humor are somewhat different 
in 
Manhattan 
than elsewhere in 
America 
Members of service clubs, for instance, are 
given 
to p utting salt 
lr. each other's coffee, ty ing knots In clothing and giving rebel 
y ells 
at 4 o’clock in the morning. To Manhattanites, these are 
not en­ 
dearing traits. 
Salt in coffee and knots in 
clothing 
are enterp rises that most New 
Yorkers conducted when they were six or eight y ears old; as adults, 
there is a certain small lack of subtlety to them that makes them 
unap p ealing, if not downright 
irritating 
Conventions are looked on as 
occasions on which to let off steam, 
and to delegates this means 
y elling loudly most of the time. This, 
too. annoy s the New York et. who has his full comp lement of noise 
ea. h day without having to 
listen 
to an unending chorus of 
“Whoop ee*;' and “Aunt we got fun TU. 


WHAT THE SERVICE CLUBS DO NOT APPEAR TO REALIZE 
Is that, generally sp eaking, the New Yorker has no civic p ride. 
When they get together and vote to hold their convention in the big 
town, they think that the natives here will swell with p ride. 
This is a comp lete misunderstanding. The New Yorker hasn’t the 
faintest interest in where the Lions or the Kiwnnis or the Rotarians 
meet. 
Hotel keep ers, of course, make half-hearted attem p ts at welcom­ 
ing the clubs because it means ex tra business, but this is p urely a 
commercia! glow of hap p iness. 
Saloon keep ers long since have discovered that convention dele­ 
gates don’t sp end much money , so they have a comp lete lack of in­ 
terest. And the attitude of the New Yorker, generally , is: Dear 
Lord—ANOTHER convention! 
The more imp ortant of the two anti-convention reasons, however, 
Is lack of room. When this most reedit 
o f service clubs convened 
here, one of its activities was a p arade along Fifth avenue. This 
city many y ears ago moved p ast the p oint where it could accom­ 
modate a p arade comfortably , whenever one is held now. the re­ 
sultant traffic and p edestrian snarl is something to behold. 
The wonderful, hazy , alcoholic St. P atricks Day p arade, for 
Instance, reduces the midtown section of Manhattan to a comp lete 
shambles and p revents any normal business for a full day and night

in the cab of an embittered tax i driver, who in a flat and weary 
voice said he felt p arades should he outlawed in New’ York as a 
menace to safety .

Why don’t we just 
p olitely refuse to allow p arades here and suggest that they take 
them to Newark?” 
Service club delegates alw-ay s seem to be just warming up around 
twilight, which is unfortunate, since that is the one time of day 
when the New Yorker slackens his breakneck p ace to relax for a 
moment. 
He wander* slowly through the streets on his way home, or he

grip , discordantly singing their club songs or p roclaiming loudly

Dulles diagnosed the disease of our age in 
these words: 
“This is a time for the churches to ex ­ 
pose the evil of war and its futility. Many 
are talking about war as though it were an 
unpleasant, but necessary, r e m e d y for 
existing ills. The fact is that aother world 
war would engulf all humanity in utter m is­ 
ery and make almost i m p o s s i b l e the 
achievem ent of the good ends for which, 
no doubt, the combatants would profess to 
be fighting. At times, war may have to be 
risked as the lesser of two evils. But there 
is no holy war. 


“ War is evil. Over the ages violence has 
repeatedlv been invoked for noble e n d s . 
That method is dramatic and exciting. It 
seem s to promise quick and decisive re­ 
sults and, at times, it inspires f i n e and 
sacrificial qualities. But violent methods 
breed hatred, vengefulness, byp o c r I s y, 
cruelty and disregard of truth.

INFLUENZAL meningitis is a 
cruel d:>ea*c which, for the most 
part, attacks babies and young chil­ 
dren. In former years the disease 
was nearly always fatal and even 
In the rare in s ta te s where it did 
* t kill its vie! 
«, it crippled by 
causing extensive damage to the 
brain. 
Today, if the conditi on Is diag­ 
nosed early, life can fie saved. This 
has been made possible by the lift 
of new drutrs such as the sulfona­ 
mides and streptomycin. 


Early Sy m p to m s 
Unfortunately, the cai lies t sym p­ 
toms of this dread disorder seem 
very innocent so that the child shows 
evidence of nothing more danger­ 
ous than a running nose and sore 
throat. At other times it may be 
preceded by tonsillitis or pneumo­ 
nia. When the meningitis develops, 
there is some disturbance of con­ 
sciousness, ranging from drowsi­ 
ness to stupor, a tem perature vary­ 
ing from IOO to 104 degrees, and 
there may be some stiffness of the 
neck, and convulsions. When the 
fluid from the spinal canal is ex­ 
amined, it is fou* d that there is a 
g n at increase in the number of I 
white blood cells in it, as well as an 
increase in the amount of protein. 
Th* influenzal germ responsible for , 
the condition is also found in the I 
spinal fluid. The influenza bacillus I 
or germ is not to be confused with - 
the influenza virus. It is the virus 
that causes the ordinary attack of I 
“flu” or “ grippe.” The number of. 
white cells in the blood is also in- j 
creased. 
During the early stages of the 
disease, the brain is seldom harmed 
to any great extent. After the sec­ 
ond week, 
may occur.

It would appear that streptomy- 
I cin is the most effective treatm ent 
for this c ea-e. Of coutm*, the drug 
is most effective when it is given 
early. Her-e, prompt diagnosis is 
important in order that permanent 
brain damage may bs warded off. 
There is a rabbit serum which 
also seems to be helpful in this con* 
I dition. 
While some physicians still like 
to give 
r rn ami treytomycin by 
injectio? ■■# into the spinal canal,many 
others have obtained excellent re­ 
sults in tt;e trea'm ent of influenzal 
mening.tis by not giving any injec­ 
tions into the spinal canal. Thesa 
doctors ir ect fhe streptomycin in­ 
to a muscle, and the serum is given 
by vein. The sulfonamide drug is 
given by mouth if the patient us 
conscious or by vein if he is not. 


Diagnosis Difficult 
Since victims of influenzal men­ 
ingitis are usually so young as to 
be unable to describe their symp­ 
toms, the diagnosis may be difficult 
to make, If after a respiratory in­ 
fection such things as drowsiness 
and fever develop, or there are other 
signs of disturbances of the nervous 
system, the possibility of influenza! 
meningitis m us‘ be ke pt in mind and 
an examination of the spinal fluid 
carried out in order to make a defi­ 
nite diagnosis.
